EXPLORER’S EFFECTS 
The best immediate result of the sue 
cessful American satellite launching will 
he its psy chological impact. The fact that 
this country now has a satellite orbiting 
around the earth already has giv en the 
morale of Americans a tremendous lift. Its 
ultimate effects on the attitude of peoples 
toward the United States are sure to be pro­ 
found. 
In the long v iew of history , it may not 
matter much that the first Russian satel­ 
lite was launched in October, 195 7 , and the 
first American satellite not until almost 
four months later. There is no deny ing the 
fact, howev er, that the sputniks gav e Sov iet 
propagandists an effectiv e new weapon and 
at the same time shook the free world’s 
confidence 
in 
American 
scientific 
su­ 
premacy . 
, 
Yet the sputniks were not entirely a debit 
on the free world’s ledger. More than any ­ 
thing else, they jarred Americans into the 
realization that this country has no auto­ 
matic claim to superiority . They made 
Americans,, comfortably ensconced in the 
cotton batting of complacency , abruptly 
aware that we can stay ahead of the Com 
munist world only by the energetic use of 
all our phy sical, intellectual and spiritual 
resources. 
The danger now is that many Americans, 
taking the Ex plorer as proof that we hav e 
“ caught up” with the Russians, will settle 
back into their normal patterns of liv ­ 
ing. Nothing could be more foolish. 
The Ex plorer, as no one knows more 
surely than the men who hurled it into 
orbit is only a beginning. Many more steps 
are awaiting to he taken. And, abov e all, 
this country ’s healthful self-study in the 
fields of scientific dev elopment and—more 
important—of education generally , must be 
carried through to firm conclusions.

THE WEST GERMAN MIRACLE 
The so-called West German miracle is a prod ­ 
uct of hard work an d n ation al will an d that, as 
much as an y other factor, has altered the lace of 
post-war Europe. It has established the possibility 
of an econ omic if n ot altogether a political un ion 
of W estern European coun tries. 
The weakn ess of Western Europe, sin ce World 
W ar I, has been an in ability of most of the coun ­ 
tries that compose it, to recogn ize that in the 
20ih Cen tury it would grow in creasin gly d ifficult 
for empires to live on the prod uce of the weak 
an d backward n ation s. The basic error of Western 
Europe was that it fought World Wat I at all. 
The d estruction of the Kaiser’s German y an d the 
Austro-Hun garian Empire; the stimulation of n a­ 
tion alistic d iscon ten t amon g Asian an d African 
peoples; the impact of the Un ited States upon 
European life; the Bolshevik Revolution ; an d the 
emergen ce of Japan as an equal of the West in 
the coun cils of n ation s—these an d the elimin ation 
of the d octrin e of the freed om of the seas by 
emergen ce of the submarin e an d the airplan e as 
weapon s of war, in evitably led to the ultimate 
d estruction of the British, Fren ch an d Dutch Em ­ 
pires, 
Therefore, W estern Europe was left without 
real political power an d econ omic stability. Ger­ 
man y, which for a thousan d years, in on e political 
form or an other, had kept the Slav out of Europe, 
n o lon ger was capable of main tain in g an y political 
force un til Hitler emerged with the on e possible 
d octrin e that could un ite a broken people, n amely 
the Nietzschean con cept of the Superman an d 
Houston Stew art Chamberlain 's d octrin e of the 
superiority of the Nord ic races. Hitler succeed ed 
after all other German wise men had failed . He 
re-established German y as a stron g n ation , stron g 
en ough to hold the en tire world at bay for six 
years on multiple fron ts. W hether Hitler was mad 
or san e, right or wron g, d ecen t or obscen e n o 
lon ger matters, for he is d ead , burn ed on a pyre 
of his own makin g. What d ocs m atter an d what 
is so frighten in g is that his strategy an d tactics 
are n ow bein g used by Nasser in the Arab world . 
After World W ar II, German y was really 
broken . Divid ed in to zon es, with the Russian s 
masters of Berlin an d Vien n a, with the Un ited 
States illogically pro-Russian an d in d eed a poor 
reed to lean upon , it looked very much as though 
Hen ry Mcrgen thau, Jr.’s con cept of a Spartan 
peace would come about by historic causes. 
Then West German y wen t to work. While all 
the rest of Europe was won d erin g what to d o 
with its rubble an d most coun tries were wastin g 
American aid , West German y set out to form 
capital. Between 19 48 an d 19 56, prod uctivity in 
German y rose from 100 to 214 (usin g in d ex n um­ 
bers ). 
Econ omic success must be accompan ied by po­ 
litical stability an d in tern ation al growth in im­ 
portan ce. West German y has prod uced a stable 
govern men t un d er Chan cellor Ad en auer; it has so 
grown in in tern ation al importan ce that Ad en auer 
d omin ated the recen t meetin g of NATO. It has 
again become a formid able power. 
It has n ot all been political. Much of West 
German y’s success is d ue to the will of the people. 
For in stan ce, the restoration of in d ustry became 
almost a religious compulsion , everybod y pitchin g 
in . What has been the plague of Great Britain , 
for in stan ce, the un ion sabotage of n ew techn iques 
an d the realign men t of labor to meet n ew m eth­ 
od s, hard ly affected West German y. Also there 
have been fewer strikes than in most coun tries, 
d espite 1ho fact that Soviet Russia is just across 
the street in East German y an d has been con d uct­ 
in g 
an 
an ti-govern men tal 
an d an ti-capitalistic 
campaign in West German y. 
Professor David McCord Wright, in his pam­ 
phlet, “Post-War West German an d Un ited Kin g­ 
d om Recovery,” summarizes the situation in this 
paragraph: 
“The econ omic choice faced by West German y 
after the curren cy reform, an d gran tin g of sub­ 
stan tial auton omy in 19 48, was a basic on e. Had 
she followed the prevalen t European an d U.K. 
labor patttern she wrouId have gon e in for heavy 
con trol, 
ration in g, 
state 
d irected 
in vestmen t, 
sharply progressive taxation , tremen d ous empha­ 
sis upon equality. In stead her policies were en tire­ 
ly d ifferen t. Emphasis was placed upon in cen tive 
rather than literal equality, upon a free market 
rather than plan n in g, upon mod ern ization rather 
than routin e. She d id main tain a most gen erous 
an d comprehen sive social security system, but d id 
n ot accept the usual myth that such a system is 
n ecessarily lin ked with high progressive in come 
taxes.”

ANTIDOTE FOR RUMORS 
President Eisenhower has giv en two rea­ 
sons why he will not release the Gaither 
committee’s report on our defenses, ev en 
to a Senate subcommittee. These reasons 
are good ones, though it may be that the 
President could adhere to them and still 
release enough of the committee’s findings 
to quiet ex trav agant rumors as to how 
black a picture they paint. 
The Gaither committee, said Mr. Eisen­ 
hower in a letter to Senator J ohnson of 
Tex as, worked in the ex pectation that it 
could be as frank as it liked because only 
the President would see its report. If this 
confidence were not respected, the Presi­ 
dent pointed out, it might be hard to find 
men willing to serv e on other such com­ 
mittees in the future.

In the present case, no matter how well 
grounded the President’s reasons, his re­ 
fusal will not stop the spread of alarming 
reports about the Gaither committee find­ 
ings. Perhaps an official summary of its 
v iews would tell people what they think 
they hav e a right to know, and y et not re­ 
lease really confidential matter. 


‘GRASS ROOTS’ SUPTORT 
Paul Butler, the Democratic national 
chairman, got himself into a bit of hot 
water when he hinted prematurely that 
the two major parties are working together 
on a plan to attract “ grass roots” financial 
support. GOP National Chairman Meade 
Alcorn called the rev elation a “ breach of 
faith.” 
This it may hav e been. The important 
thing for the public is the news that both 
Republican and Democratic organizations 
plan to seek more widespread citizen sup­ 
port for their political campaigns. The 
broader the base of such support, the less 
it depends on a few wealthy indiv iduals, the

However, this relief is temporary on ly an d it 
is n ot safe to rely on the use of this catheter tube 
in d efin itely, n or to leave on e In place for lon g j 
because of the d an ger of in fection . 
If (he prostate has en larged so much that the j 
use of a catheter is n ecessary, expert ad vice an d { 
treatm en t are d esirable. 
There is n o d rug treatm en t for an en larged 
prostate glan d , n or an ythin g which can be taken 
by mouth or in jected which will make the pros­ 
tate glan d shrin k. 
The treatm en t con sequen tly is surgical. 
Sev­ 
eral excellen t method s of operatin g on the pros­ 
tate glan d are available, although the choice of 
which to use in volves con sid erable jud gmen t on 
the part of the surgeon .

ductions for contributions, inter­ 
est, taxes, medical exp enses, cas­ 
ualty losses, and miscellaneous 
deductible items. 
Th e idea is to ch oose wh ich ­ 
ever of th ese two amounts is th e 
larger. Most taxp ayers find th at 
th e standard deduction is greater 
th an th e ir‘itemized deductions, 
h ence most taxp ayers use th e 
standard deduction. 
You cannot ch oose wisely, h ow 
ever, until you know wh at each 
amount is. Th is and th e next ar 
tide of th e Primer will h elp you 
with th is imp ortant step . 
The sta nda rd deductio n: 
If your adjusted gross income 
is under $5,000, th e standard de­ 
duction is very close to 10 p er 
cent of such income. To claim 
th e standard deduction, you use 
th e tax table in th e official in­ 
structions wh ich automatically 
allows you a deduction of about 
10 p er cent. If your adjusted 
gross income is over $5,000, th e 
standard deduction is 10 p er cent 
of such income or $1,000 wh ich 
ever is smaller, unless you are a 
married p erson filing a sep arate 
return.

v ided only a t a larg e loss to th e 
railroads. T his is the business of 
bring ing g rea t num bers of peo­ 
ple into a big city ev ery m orn­ 
ing . and out ag ain at nig ht, all 
w ithin sh o rt periods of tim e. In 
order to prov ide such serv ice, 
m any statio ns and m uch nw 
eq uipm ent 
m ust 
be 
kept 
in 
prim e condition all day for this 
v ery sh o rt use. 
Y our 
local 
stockbroker 
will 
tell y ou w 'hether this situation 
applies to the railroad w hose 
stocks y ou now hold. W ith the 
Union Pacific and S anta Fe, the 
proportion of com m uter business 
is v ery sm all in relation to the 
total passeng er business. On the 
o th e r hand, w ith th e P ennsy l­ 
v ania or N ew York C entral, the 
proportion of com m uter busi­ 
ness is v ery larg e. E v ery ra il­ 
road m ust be judg ed independ­ 
ently . W e should not g eneralize 
about them . 
Real E state Tax es 
A nother reason for P resident 
A lp ert’s appeal for aid is the 
tax atio n lev ied on railro ad real 
estate. Such tax es enable the 
cities to raise funds to build 
turnpikes, 
airp lane 
term inals, 
etc., w hich help the com petitors 
of the railroads. T he railroads 
beg 
relief 
from 
these 
tax es; 
otherw ise, 
they 
th re a te n 
to 
liq uidate. L iq uidation would, in 
m ost cases, g iv e bondholders full 


p ay m ent for th e ir securities but 
w ould leav e v ery little for the 
stockholders. H ere ag ain, it w ill 
be found th a t entirely different 
situatio ns 
ex ist* w ith different 
railroads. 
F or instance, th e N ew York 
C entral 
ow ns 
m uch 
v aluable 
real e state in th e v icinity of th e j 
G rand 
C entral 
S tatio n, 
New 
York 
City . 
C e rtain 
sh ort-line 
railro ads are alm ost real estate 
com panies ra th e r th an railro ad 
com panies. 
T he S o uth ern' P a ­ 
cific and G reat N o rth ern hav e 
v aluable 
oil 
and 
ore 
leases 
w hich secure th e ir bonds. H ere 
ag ain, y our broker w ill tell y ou 
w hat 
railroads 
hav e 
v aluable 
real esta te and w hat railroads 
hav e not. You cannot g eneralize, 
j 
Such competition is the basic 
cause of the railroads’ difficulties; 
today . The v arious* restrictions put 
upon rates and practices by the In­ 
terstate 
Commerce 
Commission 
were instituted’when the railroads 
had a real monopoly . Today , the 
railroads hav e no such m onopoly .! 
These rate and other restrictions 
should be eliminated. In fact, I 
believ e that the business of the 
country , and of the railroads, to­ 
g ether with their employ es and 
passeng ers, would be better off if 
the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion were entirely eliminated. 
The competition is not only in 
rates but also in conv eniences. For 
instance, trucks 
take 
the 
g oods 
from the factory door and deliv er 
them to the consumer. Otherwise, 
trucks would operate from the fac­ 
tory to the railroad and then « ag ain 
from the railroad to the consumer. 
There are 50 million automobiles 
competing with the railroads! The 
hig her the 
railroads raise their 
rates, the fewer passeng ers and 
the less freig ht they carry . Pipe­ 
lines for oil and g as are here to 
stay ; but the carry ing of coal and 
oil by railroads will decrease. 
I.abo r Unio n Strang ulatio n 
One of the g reatest handicaps of 
the railroads is the arbitrary and 
useless rules of the labor unions. 
These rules were m ade y ears ag o 
before the use of diesel eng ines, 
autom atic sig naling , and the v ari­ 
ous 
electrical 
appliances 
which 
now prov ide safety . The worst of 


all is the so-called “ featherbed­ 
ding ” whereby the railroads m ust 
pay for tim e which is not used 
in any productiv e m anner while 
they are larg ely forbidden to in­ 
troduce labor-sav ing eq uipment. 
During the past few months, I 
hav e interv iewed sev eral railroad 
presidents. When I asked them the 
main reason for the difficulties of 
the railroads, they replied—“be­ 
cause of the foolish, useless, and 
ex pensiv e rules of the labor un­ 
ions." Unfortunately , it takes much 
courag e for Cong ressmen or Sena­ 
tors to try to furb union labor. 
What Abo ut the Future Outlo o k? 
A larg e am ount of railroad track 
should nev er hav e been laid. Cer­ 
tain railroads w ere built, not to 
carry passeng ers and freig ht, but 
rather to sell stocks and bonds. 
Such railroad trackag e should now 
be discarded and thousands of rail­ 
road stations should be closed. I 
feel that conditions may g o from 
bad to worse until our whole rail­ 
road sy stem collapses and has to 
be reorg anized. Such reorg aniza­ 
tion could elim inate the useless 
duplication. 
On the other hand, so many rail­ 
road bond issues are secured by 
so m any different kinds of assets 
that each railroad would hav e to 
be reorg anized independently . This 
would be sure to take a long tim e; 
but most first-m ortg ag e and certain 
other railroad bonds should come 
out in the end worth par and in­ 
terest. 
Therefore, 
my conclusion 
to holders of railroad securities is 
this: It may be better for y ou to 
sell y our railroad securities now 
and reinv est the money in some 
new and g rowing industry . Other­ 
wise, reinv est in the railroad bonds 
later, when they will sell for half 
their present price. I now see little 
hope for most roalroad stocks.
